Let it clearly be understood that 


.his is not a compulsory insurance 
aw. Nowhere in the law is a mo- 
orist required lo carry insurance. 
The law demands only lhal motor 
vehicle owners and drivers shall 


prepared 
lo deposil security 


for the damage caused in traffic 
accidenls. The maximum security 
deposit is $11,000. They may do 
Lhis by carrying insurance or bj 
depositing 
security with the Dc- 


parlmcnl of Revenues. 


The experience of most of the 


other 42 stales lhat have adoptee 
similar laws, -however, indicates 
that the great majority of motor- 
ists will elect to protect

They insured Iheir own- 
er against personal injury to him- 
self or damage to his own proper-
